HE Envoy of the Elector of Ba- 
varia, has had s0000 Crowns paid 
to him for the Ufe of his Matter, 
which we look upon to be a con- 
fiderable Sum at this Time, when

¢ Villadarias, to ferve as a Voluntier in the 
Siege of Gibralear. Prince Tferclaes de Tilly 
is to return to the Netherlands to ferve there 
next ign under the Elector of Bavaria. 
_ The uis de Villadarias will, ‘tis re- 
ported, be made Captain General of Eftra- 
madura ; and the Count d’Aguilar is to com- 
mand with the fame Title in Andaloufia. 
Great Rejoycings are made in this City and 
at Court for the News which was brought 
hither the 12th inftant, of of 
Ivrea by the Army of the two Crowns 
commanded by the Duke of Vendome ; 
Illuminations and ‘Bonfires were made three 
- Nights fucceffively. The Duke of Turfis is 
fhortly expeéted to come to Court ; *Tis 
talk’d his Squadron of Gallies is to be em- 
loy'd againft Gibraltar ; but of that there 

yet no Certainty. The laft Advices from 
Ciudad Rodrigo tell us, that a Lecter writ- 
ten by the Abbot of the Convent of Caridad 
near Ciudad Rodrigo to the King of Portu- 
gal, had been intercepted, in which Letter 
the Abbot inform’d his faid Majefty of the 
Condition of the Spanifh and French Troops 
in thofe Parts; and that the faid Abbot 
was apprehended and put under Confine- 
ment, together with the Mefflenger upon 
whom the Letter was found; ‘Tis be- 
liev'd they will both be punifh’d with Death. 
A Party of Portuguefe having made an In- 
curfion into the Territories of Alcantara , 


plunder'd the Village of San Jago; the Curate 


of which Place and 14. other Inhabitants 
who ftood upon theit Defence, were kill’d.

On Saturday arriv’d two Mails from she 
Weft-Indiés ; which bring an Account, that 
the Eng ifh at Jamaica have renew'd the 
Trade with the Spaniards -in the Bay of 
Mexico; and particularly , chat Captain 
Gandy, ina Sloop of which he is Mafter 
had brought to Port Royal 20000 Pieces of 
Fight, which he bad traded for with the 
Spaniards. Whereupon feveral Sloops are gone 
from Jamaica upon the faid Trade.
